the footage also includes a

Astro- 
naut Alan L. Bean called it "the 
most spectacular sight of our 
Whole flight," 


the photographs released to- 


day concentrate on the deploy- 
ment of the Apollo lunar experi- 
ment package near the landing 
craft Intrepid. 


Bean is seen unloading, car- 


rying and deploying the experi- 
ment package. All around him 
can be seen the utter desolation 
that is the moon's surface, 


One view shows Bean stand- 


ing alone—completely alone— 
where no man before had trod. 
There is nothing and no one else 
within view and the complete 
emptiness of the lunar surface 
is stunning. 


A trick of light forms an unex- 


plained blue halo about his star- 
tling white suit. Beyond him is 
only the flat lunar horizon and 
the blackness of space. 


Other views show Bean work- 


ing with special tools to remove 
the atomic element which pow- 
ers the experiment package and 
carrying the experiments, like 
barbells, across the pocked pit- 
ted surface. 


The views of him walking 


show a cloud of dust being 
kicked up by his feet. It seems 
to cling to his spacesuit.

cats outlasted the aroused Cam. 
den Panthers 13*6 for the 4*AA 
Championship Wednesday night 
before an overflow crowd at 
Mammons Stadium, 


Six victories closed Hope's 


season at 11-2, but the Panthers 
were high as a kite and played 
much better than their final 7-5 
record indicates, Neither offense 
could generate enough momen- 
tum to keep going in the crucial 
situations, and it was 7*6 until 
Bobcat Larry McWiliiams ran 
an interception 42 yards to pay- 
dirt on the final play of the game. 


It was by far the toughest of 


the eleven Hope wins, and Cam* 
den gave what many of their fol- 
lowers called 'the best effort 
of the whole year.' And the 14 
Bobcat seniors wound up their 
careers In the tensest game of 
their lives, but that defense die' 
its Job when the chips were 
down. 


Artis Martin had his rough- 


est night, gaining 119 yards on 
33 carries. That gave him a sea- 
son final total of 1503 on 236 
carries along with 17 touchdowns 
for 102 points, some records that 
could stand here for a lone 
time. 


Early In the first quarter both 


teams set up their game pattern; 
Hope maintaining a definite edge 
in statistics and field position 
but with both defenses rising 
to the occasion in every clutch 
situation. 


Each got off one advance in 


the opening segment, with Cam- 
den moving to the Hope 21 before 
losses gave the Bobcats pos- 
session at the 32.

the Camden defense spent the 
second period stopping threats 
by downing Mope quarterback 
Ronnie Massanelil for several 
losses. The 
Bobcat defense, 


meanwhile, kept up its good pur* 
suit and kept the Panthers from 
even smelling the goalline. 


Midway in the second quarter, 


Bobcat Lee Davis returned a punt 
18 yards to the Hope 48, and the 
Cats were In business, 


With 3rd and ten at the 48, 


Massanelli rolled out of the pock- 
et and rambled ten yards to the 
Camden 42, A piling penalty rnov* 
ed that on down to the 27, but 
Massanelli didn't get up after 
the late hit and had the breath 
knocked from him. 


Soph Steve Harris entered the 


game as the quarterback, and the 
Hope fens gave him a loud greet- 
ing of encouragement which pro- 
bably went a long way. On first 
down, Harris kept on a sneak 
which was fairly successful all 
night, and got six yards to the 
21. 


Massanelli came back in, and 


fullback Gary Jones got the first 
down at the 17 on the next play. 
Martin swept to the eight for a 
nine-yard pickup, then Massanel- 
li was swarmed for no gain. 


With 3rd and one, Artis Mar- 


tin took the pigskin and broke 
Into the end zone for the first 
score with 2:46 left in the half, 
and the Bobcat fans went wild. 
Ronny Brown booted the criti- 
cal conversion, and Hope led 7- 
0. 


Camden came flying back with 


quarterback Jimmy Foyil hitting 
end Chip Rayford with good pass 
blocking. From the Panther 36, 
Foyil passed for two first downs, 
including a 12-yarder to the Hope 
36 to Rayiord on a 4th and sev- 
en gamble. 


From the 36 with third down, 


Rayford ran a deep pattern and 
beat four Hope defenders to the 
ball at the Bobcat nine-yard line, 
with only nine seconds left in the 
half.

This came with 
only 7:00 left in the season, and 
the Hope 7-6 lead looked mighty 
slender when the Panthers lined 


' up for a two-point conversion. 


This time, though, Bobcats 


Lynn Norton and Jim Alford led 
a rush to the retreating Foyil, 
who was smothered at the ten 
before he could pass. That left 
it at 7-C, but Camden had all of 
the momentum. 


Nobody culd keep the Pan- 


thers from stopping the Hope of« 
fense now, and they did so twice 
more to get possession. They got 
it last time with 2:01 left at their 
2G, and went to the air. 


On another fourtn down move 


with five yards to go, Foyil hit 
tight end Randy Garner at the 
40 
as pandemonium started 


breaking loose. Several incom- 
pletions followed, but the clock 
ran down to 0:04 as Carnden mov- 
ed to the line for one last fling, 
still only trailing 7-6.

Jan. 
1, 1969 Sugar Bowl in 


which the defense shut down 
the then unbeaten Bulldogs at 
every turn. 


Thursday's 
nationally tele- 


vised victory over Tech sends 
Arkansas into a Dec. 6 show- 
down with high-scoring Texas 
at Fayetteville, sporting a 9-0 
record, same as the top-ranked 
Longhorns, and a IS^ame win- 
ning streak. 


The winner will take the 


Southwest Conference champion- 
ship, gain the host spot in the 
Cotton 
Bowl 
against 
Notre 


Dame and have a clear shot at 
the national championship. 


Thursday, 
the 
Razorbacks 


were successful 
early 
using 


their linebackers to pressure 
Tech's quarterbacks. 


"Our game plan against a 


team that likes to throw is to 
blitz," Broyles said. "If we are 
successful we stay with it. And 
we were successful today." 


Arkansas showed its offensive 


versatility when Tech jammed 
its linebackers in tight, stack- 
ing up the middle. 


"We knew we were going to 


have to throw," Broyles said. 
"Bill (Montgomery) has re- 
gained his confidence and he 
did a real good job." 


Montgomery completed 13 of 


22 passes for 220 yards and set 
up tailback Bill Burnett's three 
touchdowns with tosses to full- 
back Russ Garber, tight end 
Pat Morrison and split receiv- 
ers John Rees and Chuck Dicus. 


Ever 
since the 
Arkansas- 


Texas game was rescheduled 
from the middle of October to 
the first week of December, 
there had been talk of the two 
teams matching perfect rec- 
ords. 


Tech Coach J. T. King, who 


lost 49-7 early in the season to 
Texas, refused to compare the 
two, 
saying, "Just let the peo- 


ple that pay $6 find out next 
week." 


"I think really the pressure 


kept 
building 
up 
on us," 


Broyles said. "It's the most 
pressure I've ever seen. We 
were favored in every game 
and we had to keep anyone 
from knocking us off. It was 
quite a task, getting those nine 
out of the way."

promising, its use is still ex- 
perimental and is reserved 
for persons who can't be 
treated effectively by more 
conventional methods.

Astronauts 
Near Landing 
in Hawaii 


ABOARD USS HORNET (AP) 


- 
Laughing it up just as they 


did on the moon, the Apollo 12 
lunar explorers badgered "Lun- 
neywog" Richard F. Gordon Jr. 
with hijinks as they neared to- 
day's landing in Hawaii. 


Charles Conrad Jr. and Alan 


L. Bean could not contain their 
glee when a gloomy Gordon ap- 
peared at the window of their 
quarantine van with this sign 
around his neck: 


"Beware! 
Luney wog. Un- 


cleanl Unpredictable I" 


What's more, Gordon had his 


hat and flight suit on backward. 


Gordon, a Navy man like Con- 


rad and Bean, had never before 
crossed 
the 
equator aboard 


ship. That meant he was a "pol- 
lywog," or in his case a "luney 
wog", 
recalling 
Gordon's 36 


hours in lunar orbit. 


As luck would have it, he was 


bottled up in the quarantine van 
with four "shellbacks"—the two 
astronauts and the doctor and 
technician also in quarantine, 
all of whom had crossed the 
equator before. 


Conrad 
and 
Bean, 
who 


laughed merrily as they put- 
tered about the moon while Gor- 
don stayed behind in the moth- 
ership, bragged that they had 
made Gordon stay up late at 
night since splashdown Monday. 


The a s t r o n a u t s actually 


crossed the equator Wednesday 
but Conrad and Bean decided to 
wait until Thanksgiving Day to 
pull the traditional seagoing ini- 
tiation on their crewmate. 


The Hornet arrives late today 
in Pearl Harbor, where a 20- 
minute welcoming ceremony is 
planned. The silver quarantine 
van will be loaded on a flatbed 
trailer and driven to Hickam 
Air Force Base for a flight 
aboard 
an Air Force cargo 


plane to Ellington AFB near 
Houston's 
Manned Spacecraft 


Center. They are scheduled to 
arrive there at dawn Saturday. 


Conrad, Gordon and Bean, 


who blasted from their home- 
land 15 days ago, must stay 
quarantined In the lunar receiv- 
ing laboratory at the Space Cen- 
ter until Dec. 10. 


Twelve men ranging 
from 


physicians to cooks will be iso- 
lated with the three space voy- 
agers, along with Dr. Clarence 
Jernigan and technician Brock 
Randall Stone, who have been 
shut off with the spacemen 
since splashdown. 


The 
astronauts completed 


four days of "self-debriefing" 
into tape recorders Thursday 
and observed Thanksgiving with 
a specially prepared turkey din- 
ner heated in a 
microwave 


oven. 


Thousands of feet of tape re-

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. battle- 


field casualties in nearly nine 
years 
of 
the Vietnam 
war 


reached the 300,000 mark this 
week and nearly half of them 
occurred in the 18 months since 
the Paris peace talks began, of- 
ficial sources said today. 


On the battlefield, commu- 


niques said fighting was light. 
The Viet Cong ambushed 300 
South Vietnamese troops in the 
Mekong Delta and killed 36 men 
and wounded 12, There were no 
known enemy losses. 


The U.S. Command reported 


32 enemy rocket and shelling at- 
tacks during the night in which 
seven Americans were wound- 
ed. 
A spokesman 
said U.S. 


troops killed 47 enemy in battles 
near the demilitarized zone and 
south of Da Nang Thursday. 
Two Americans were killed and 
18 were wounded in these clash- 
es. 


The U.S. Command casualty 


figures for the period from Jan. 
1, 1961, through last Saturday 
showed 39,572 Americans killed 
in action, 258,779 wounded and 
1,341 missing or captured. 


While 
these 
figures 
total 


299,692, officials said they do not 
include at least 308 Americans 
who have been killed or wound- 
ed from Sunday through today, 
and this puts total casualties 
over the 300,000 mark. The offi- 
cial casualty figures for this 
week won't be released until 
next Thursday. 


The U.S. Command said 6,995 


U.S. 
troops have died in Viet- 


nam from accidents and other 
causes "not as the result of hos- 
tile action." 


In 
the 
same 
nine-year 


period,according to official fig- 
ures, 575,249 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong troops have oeen 
killed. 


Since the peace talks in Paris 


began May 13, 1968, official sta- 
tistics show that 16,620 Ameri- 
cans have been killed and an- 
other 113,9 97 wounded. 


The Vietnam war has become 


the third costliest foreign war 
for the United States, surpassed

NEW YORK (AP) - If you're 


an average American house- 
wife, you buy and then bake, 
scramble or fry 320 eggs every 
year—and that's just for your- 
self. 


Chances are, however, you 


don't know why you're paying 
51 cents a dozen for eggs one 
month and 
63 cents 
a few 


months later. 


Blame some of it on New 


York. At least some critics 
would. 


New York is where four nun- 


dredths of one per cent of the 
eggs in the country are sold at 
wholesale. 


But the price of the other 99.96 


per cent is influenced by figures 
chalked up on a blackboard in a 
downtown 
Manhattan 
office 


building. 


Here's how it works: 
At 10:30 a.m. every day a 


handful of professional traders 
gets set before the blackboard 
in the New York Mercantile Ex- 
change. 


For the next 10 minutes they 


conduct "egg call." They match 
orders from producers and buy- 
ers. 
They field hectic phone 


calls, chalk up bids and make 
contracts 
for the delivery of 


fresh eggs. 


These traders deal in mini- 


mum lots of 18,000eggs, or 1,500 
dozen. The eggs are not bought 
by supermarket 
chains. Most 


are bought by institutions—hos- 
pitals, hotels, schools—in the 
New York area. 


The prices paid by these insti- 


tutions are 
weighted by egg 


prices on the Chicago Mercan- 
tile Exchange and professional 


market opinion. This results In 
a "going price" for eggs across 
the country in the dally publtea* 
tion, "The Producers PriceCur- 
rent." 


This is the bible for the trade 


and is called the Urner Barry 
Report, it is published by Urner 
Barry Publications of Jersey 
City, N.J. Its prices are used by two feet beneath the surface.

ty and racial equality among 
blacks and whites. 


If they felt they should speak 


up, or act to reinforce court rul- 
ings, they risked offending con- 
servatives, segregationists and 
the South.
